Goodwin w as very effective in his 
earnest, dignified and clear-cut 
ad ­ 
dress which im pressed th e g réa t fact 
that G erm any is seeking to substitute 
h er dam nable au th o rity in place of 
the p resen t com radship of A m ericans 
of all races. 
Mr. Goodwin spoke in 
high praise of th e noble response th at 
the arm y and navy, has m ade to the 
governm ent; of th e peoples’ response 
to the w ork and needs of th e Red 
Cross, and of th e unprecendented re­ 
sponse th a t th é people m ade to the 
Liberty Lonn calls. He predicted th a t 
the response to the call for the re ­ 
ligious. social, educational and physi­ 
cal com fort of the soldiers would be 
am ply m et. and th a t M organ county 
would do her w hole duty. The speak­ 
er aroused som e m errim ent when, in 
illu stratin g A m erica’s great 
w ealth, 
he said th at if all. our tnules w ere 
m ade into one big m ule he could 
“kick the sun spots off of the sun.;” 
th a t If o ur cattle w ere m ade into one 
big cow, “she could drink from the 
Glllf of Mexico, w hile w ith h er tail 
she could brush the Icecles off the 
North Pole; and as for hogs, “all our 
hogs m ade into one could dig as big 
a place as th e Panam a canal w ith 
th ree roots.”

A good wajr to fill up white pa­ 
per, also. Is to devote 
of three 
paragraphs to telling the folks that 
you can’t tall them anything, and 
why. 
Sorted, 
and 
alphabetically 
ar­ 
ranged, these ‘don’ts* run from *A to 
Z.’ 
After reading down through ‘H’ 
and 'I,' the newcomer finally dacldes 
to sit down and write, merely. *1 am 
well.’ 
Ail references or opinions to 
present or'future whereabouts, work 
or operations is prohibited. The men­ 
tion of troops in connection with any 
particular place is forbidden. 
And 
this is carried even to military cor­ 
respondence.« I am told, the addresses 
reading merely Regiment 8o and So, 
A. E. F„ three initials which will be 
used a lot in the next few months— 
or years, Postcards, both of the pic­ 
ture variety and those with messages 
on them, are tabooed. Other subjects 
I can’t discuss are: 
Informátlbñ con­ 
cerning casualties, unless they’ve been 
officially announced; 
the effect of 
hostile fire, all information about air­ 
craft and the condition, moral or 
physical, of our own or allied troops. 
And, what is more, no criticism of 
any sort will be allowed of our own 
officers or those of the allies. 
So I 
can’t, for instance, tell you what I 
think of my corporal.* As a matter 
of fact, however, I haven’t got one. 
I’m the clerk of my company and 
spend most of my day fighting the 
Germans with a typewriter—no cas­ 
ualties yet. 
I felt no conscientious 
pangs about being armed with so in­ 
nocent 
a 
weapon as a typewriter, 
-in we ver. 
“There are many 
things 
besides 
guns which figure in this war. Over 
here the slide rule, the 
surveyors’ 
transit, the cross-cut saw, the electri­ 
cians’ pliers, are a few that are as 
honorable as the Krag, and the baker 
and the cook, the dentist and the 
barber, the store clerk in the quar­ 
termaster’s, 
and 
the 
cobbler, 
the 
woodsman and the bridge builder, the 
track layer and the road builder, all 
are useful—and 
essential—in 
their 
place. 
And their work is regarded 
as being as honorable as that of the 
man who goes down into the first line 
trenches. Or rather will go down. 
“There is a lot of speculation as to 
when Uncle Sam will start things. 
Every soldier has an ear open for 
the latest rumor—and there is one 
every few minutes—and a deep curi­ 
osity as to the immediate future of 
his troop, but there is no answer to 
the question, ‘When do we go?* And 
the constant repetition of this ques­ 
tion has had but one result, Special 
Order, prohibiting the discussion of 
probabilities as to when we will take 
over a stretch of Une. 
It is a pun­ 
ishable offense for an officer to de­ 
bate with his men, for example, the 
question. 
Of one thing only am I 
certain—that the United States will 
n ot start until everything is ready.. 
I used to think that all an army had 
to do was march up to the firing line 
and go to it, but this trip has pro­ 
duced realization of the elaborate pre­ 
paration necessary before we even be­ 
gin to fight There must be hospitals 
behind the linos, manned by nurses ' 
and doctors and attendants, railroads 
to convey troops and food, automo­ 
biles, bakeries, hath houses, laundries 
and a hundred other things, and all 
these must be in readiness before the 
actual fighting begins. 
There must 
be pretty efficient organization per­ 
fected merely as a preliminary. And 
that is why there is a dignity to the 
man with the shovel, the axe and oth­ 
er tools I could enumerate. 
He al­ 
ready is at work while the fighter is 
waiting until the stage Is set. 
^.J!The liquid refreshment minatinn 
here is an interesting one. Of course, 
there is not >even tho hint of 
any 
liquor prohibition on the part of the 
French government. 
The 
French 
viewpoint would not even admit of a 
conception of such a thing. 
The 
Frenchman fights on wine. I ordered 
water in a restaurant here one night 


travelled in seclusion as near abso­ 
lute as possible for from three to 
five weeks, and his first relaxation is 
usually rather violent. 
The policy 
followed, judging from my observa­ 
tion, is to give incoming soldiers as 
much liberty as reasonably poSsihte 
with few rule# of restraint 
Th**n. 
as privileges are abused, restrictions 
are made. 
Ther# is one town near 
her#, for instance, in which member# I 
of th la regiment are forbidden to 
drink. 
The government 
of 
troop# 
(hereby evolve# Into a #ort of local 
option 
proposition—with the option 
in the hands of the commanding of­ 
ficer. 
Regiments are something tike 
individuáis. 
They have a character 
of their own -and a reputation. And 
the intimation is that rules and or­ 
ders will he applied, locally, as needed 
for special cases. 
The system, I be­ 
lieve, will work admirably. 
U 
a 
regiment should go too strong on the 
liquor 1 suppose its drinking privi­ 
lege could be taken nwnyN^togeCJ^/. 
Anyhow, the scheme has the effect of 
putting the aobef* heads constantly on 
guard among their comrades, less re­ 
sponsible. and keeping the situation 
near equilibrium. 
“The policing, insofar as Americans 
are concerned, Is in the hands of 
Americans. 
The United States sol­ 
dier is answerable, at present only 
to his commander. 
This was illus­ 
trated the other day, when an officer 
went down to the police station to 
see if he could get the police of a 
nearby French city to apprehend a 
member of his company 
who 
had 
wined too well and forgot to return 
for two or three day». 
He finally 
got the plan through the head of the 
El Captain de Police. 
“ ‘What!’ exclaimed «..that 
official 
If through an interpreter), ‘We arrest 
no one that fights foa FrfneeV' 
“Hence. Uncle Sam is doing his 
own policing. The marines are doing 
It here. 
There has been no trouble* 
Of any consequence, though. 
Once 
in a while the genuine and whole­ 
some good-will of the French gives 
way to exasperation at the strange 
demands of the American. The slight 
friction there has been is ail ^ue to 
differences of language and 
custom. 
This gives rise to many embarrassing 
situations. 
One 1 may cite: 
“At a small town near where I was 
stationed a few days ago we were 
wont to gather in front of the em­ 
poriums for an evening for social 
purposes. 
A French soldier c¡ain 
bound for the Iront goes through 
every evening. 
Invariably the Amer­ 
icans greeted the 
Frenchmen 
with 
hearty cheers 
and 
whistling. 
The 
French at first appeared to be en­ 
thusiastic enough. That is, when the 
cheering began. _ Then they seemed 
to get riled and not infrequently they 
were suspected of calling us names. 
Come to find out to whistle at a 
person is to insult him in this coun­ 
try, and the French thought we were 
hooting 
them. 
Result—an 
order 
against whistling. I remembered that 
in evening strolls when I had been 
absent-mindedly 
whistling, 
persons 
had looked at me rather strangely 
with a kind of ‘Are you doing ¿hat to 
me?’ look on their face. 
“Then, too, we landed here with a 
splash. 
The Australian and the Ca­ 
nadian make as much money as we do, 
but they don’t know how to spend it. 
The American is the best spender on 
earth; I don’t meah merely In thé 
amount that he spends, but in the 


obviousness with which he distributes 
it. He seldom haggles, and It may be 
his last ftvr-franc piece that he gives 
to the rabmnn for s two-franc ride, 
but he doesn’t hollar 
He stopped in 
the best hotels and ate at the best 
restaurants. 
“I dined In the ’swellest* restaurant 
in the aforesaid nearby city 
one 
night. Present were two French gen­ 
erals, half a dozen lesser officers, a 
couple of English captains and six 
hank privates of the 1?. 8. A, (with 
their coats off and hanging on a 
hook). Thts is a common sight. The 
advance reputation of the Americans 
and the way in which they have lived 
up to it caught the eye of French 
I femininity-—the ahandance of which 
| oanaot be over-estimated and, 1 sus- 
I poet, that naturally enough there was 
just a tinge of jealousy on the part 
of the Frenchman home 
from 
the 
trenches. 
Moreover, 
the 
American 
hasn’t done anything yet—proven bis 
steel, as it were. 
But that doesn’t 
amount to much. 
“The world of skirt 
is 
certainly 
ours, however. The Americans hadn’t 
been here two months until society
